The history of the Cook case ex- 
tends back many months and has to 
do with the extensive robbery of 
freight trains on the Guadalajara di- 
vision of the National railways. 

As a result of these robberies, the 
railroad company was compelled to 
pay heavy claims made by local mer- 
chants. It was shown that Mexican 
brakemen composing Cook's train 
crew were systematically robbing 
freight cars. 

The Mexican court does not accuse 
Cook of participating in the robber- 
fies, but held him on a charge of “con- 
tributory negligence,” which means 
that it is assumed that negligence on 
his part in the care of his trains made 
it possible for the brakemen to rob 
the cars. He was called to the third 
criminal coum on August 30, last, pre- 
sumably as a witness, and after some 
questioning by Judge Palafox, was 
committed to the penitentiary, where 
he has since remained. 

The railroad officials do not connect 
Cook with the robberies and, in state- 
ments issued by the Guadalajara 
division of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, it is set forth that the Mexi- 
can brakemen who committed the rob- 
beries declared the American conductor 
had no knowledge of the thefts. 

Great Feeling Aroused 

A feature of the Cook case that 
aroused great feeling was the refusal 
of Judge Palafox to accept bail for 
while accept- 
ing bond for the three foreign mer- 
chants in whose possession the stolen 
goods were found.

Heyburn tUncorks His Hate. 


The Bankhead motion, being unde- 
batable, the senate immediately pro- 
ceeded to an aye and no vote on the 
question as to whether the resolution 
should be taken up and it was adopted 
unanimously, Mr. Heyburn himself re- 
fraining from voting.

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 17.—- 
The Great Southern Agency Company, 
an Arizona corporation, with head- 
quarters in this city, headed by C. J. 


Hebert, was in chancery court today 
through an injunction obtained by At- 
tcrneys Williams and Smith of this 
city, and Frank P. Bond, of Nashville, 
representing stockholders holding sev- 
era) thousand dollars’ worth of stock. 

The injunction restrains the defend- 
ant company from paying out any 
moneys in its possession, particularly 
to the Great Southern Insurance Com- 
pany, a corporation that the agency 
company is charged with attempting 
to back for the exploiting its own 
shares. 

Three stockholders obtained an in- 
junction restraining the complainants 
in the cross hill from suing the com- 
pany. All the assets are attached. 
having executed bonds of $22,000 for 
the attachment and injunction. 

All manner of charges of fraud and 
inisrepresentation are made. The case 
comes up for hearing in March. The 
Great Southern Agency Company is 
ssid to have 398,000 shareholders in 
the south. 

The sult involves directly upwards of 
$160,000, which amount, it is alleged, 
is al] there is left of over $400,000 
collected by the company from share- 
holders. 

Indited in South Carolina. 

Columbia 8S. C., February 7.—<. J. 
Hebert, president of the Southern 
Agency Company, is now under indict- 
ment in South Carolina, in connection 
with the Seminole Securities deal, for 
fraud, tn which John Y. Garlington 
and J. Stobo,.

FARM PRODUCT IMPORTS 
INTO THE UNITED STATES 


(Government Official . Report.) 

The farm ‘preduets imported into 
the United States during the fiscal 
year 1907--the year of highest record 
~——-amounted in Value to nearly $627.- 
000,000. The imports for 1908 were 
valued at $540,000,000 in round num- 
bers, and the average for the five 
years 1901-1905 was a trifle over 
$455,000,000. These and other inter- 
esting figures appear in a bulletin 
recently issued by the United States 
department of agriculture which re- 
views our imports of farm products 
during a period reaching back to the 
middie of the last century. 

The farm products imported may be 
divided into two genera! classes: (1) 
Those which compete with products 
of farms in this country. and (2) 
those which do not so compete to any 
considerable extent. The first class, 
embracing such items as sugar, tobac- 
co, hay and hides and skins, makes up 
a little less than half of the total. 
The principal items of the second class 
are silk, coffee, tea, sisal grass, manila 
fiber, jute, bananas, cocoanuts, and 
Peruvian and Egyptian cotton. 

Farm products have always consti- 
uted a large part of our imports. but 
not the preponderant share that such 
products hwld in our export trade. In 
the fifties only about one-third of our 
imports were farm products. But 
their importance gradually increased. 
and in 1875 to the end of the century 
agricultural products made up just 
about one-half of thé total, in some 
years rising above and in some years 
falling below the 60 per cent line. 
Since 1900, however, while farm prod- 
ucts have continued to tncrease, the 
gain in imports of manufactures and 
other nonagricultura!l articles 
been even greater, so that only 
46 per cent of the total imports since 
1900 are to be classed as agricultyrel. 

By comparing tmports with exports 
it is found that for the five years 1901- 
1905 our average exports of cotton. 
grain and grain products exceeded by 
$74,000,000 our total imports of prod- 
ucts of the farm. 

Imoprts of agricultural products 
have increased much faster than pop- 
ulation during the pertod covered by 
this review. In the period 1851-1855 
these imports averaged in value $2.71 
per capita; during the five years 1901- 
1905 the average was $5.67. Of this 
incpease of $2.96 per capita, 55 centea 
was due to increased imports of silk, 
65 cents to packing-house products, 45 
cents to vegetable fibers, 82 cents 
coffee, 20 cents to wool. 18 cents to 
tobacco, 17 cents to all fruits, 10 cents 
to cocoa and chocolate, and 7 cents to 
vegetable oils. 

Comparing the two periods  1851- 
1855 and 1901-1905, it is found that in 
50 years imports of coffee increased 
from 7 to 12 pounds per capita, imports 
of tea from % to 1.2 pounds, and im- 
ports of sugar from 17 to 46 pounds 
per capita, while during the half-

few minutes, in response to the firm 
showing of the Liverpool cables, large 
English spot sales, the improved spot 
business reported in the leading south- 
ern mafkets on Saturday and a re- 
newal of bull Support. The advance 
was soon checked, however, by realiz- 
ing and Wall street selling, which 
was attributed to the unsettling influ- 
ence on sentiment of the stock market 
situation. As prices eased off, loca! 
professionals took the short side, and 
during the middle of the day May 
contracts sold off from 15.05, the high 
pcint of the morning; to 14.89, or with- 
in a point of Saturday's close, while 
other positions sold off to or a little 
under the final figures of last week. 
But there was no great amount of 
liquidation, apparently a good part of 
the Wall street selling being at- 
tributed to shorts, and the market in 
the late trading became verv firm no 
reports coming via New Orleans to the 
effect that Liverpool spot sales after 
hours aggregated 30,000 bales.

Buying on a scale down is 
to be relied on always, except in pe- 
riods of downright panic, but orders 
of this class today were encountered 
only at .-.steady concestions in prices, 
and any attempt to bid up prices in 
face of the flood was not to be de- 
tected. That every sale was matched 
by a purchase goes without saying, 
and that such purchases have repre- 
sented a passing of stocks from 
stronger to weaker hands for some 
time past is the conviction of a con- 
siderable body of opinion in the stock 
market.

WHEAT MADE ADVANCE 
AND CORN DECLINED 


Decrease in Visible Supply of 
heat Caused the Advance. 
Corn and Oats Down. 


Chicago, February 7.—Wheat made 
a good advance today after a weak 
start. Corn and oats ruled lower 
throughout the session and provisions, 
stimulated by a better demand, ad- 
vanced from 5 to l7c, pork leading the 
procession. 

A weak start in the wheat pit, bas- 
ed on increased stocks afloat and 
foreign price decline, was quickly 
changed to an abrupt advance by a 
decided decrease in the visible supply 
of the grain in the United States. 
The available grain figures dropped 
lower than for 20 years at this date, 
totalling 26,524,000 bushels, a decrgase 
of 939,000 bushels from last week. In 
addition to the scanty supply, the de- 
mand for cash wheat improved, and, 
under the added stimulus, prices ad- 
vanced from ic to 15%c above the low 
points for the day. May ¢limbed from 
$1.085% to $1.10%, the other futures 
advancing less sharply. The close 
was strong, with May at $1.09%, “sc 
higher than the final figures Saturday. 

Large receipts of corn and expecta- 
tion of continued heavy arrivals, kept 
the corn prices weak through the day. 
Fluctuations were within narrow lim- 
its, the high points at no time reach- 
ing Saturday's closing level. May 
dropped from 65%c to 65%.
